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Washington, October 31.—The big 
news in the coal strike’situation to- 
day was the federal court’s order | 
forbidding the walkout. It was fol- 
lowed by a long line of develop- 
ments and opened_the door to wide 
possibilities. 

The principal leaders in the min- 

ers’ union met the court's action 
with denunciation as a “violation 
of constitutional rights,” declara- 
tions that it came too late to reach 
their men with a countermanding or- 
der, and with predictions that it 
would be disregarded anyway. 
, During the night mixed reports 
were coming in from the mining] 
states of men. who decided to re-! 
main at.work:ard others wlio wert 
on strike despite the cottri’s re- 
straining order. It is not possible 
to estimate what proportion of the 
425,000 miners affected remained 
at work.and what proportion walk- 
ed out. The real test may not come 
until Monday, Saturday generally 
being a “dead day” in the mines.

Claim 377,000 Men Quit 
Friday and That Today 
Will See Number In- 
creased to 500,000—Fig- 
ures by States. 


Chicago, October 31,—Bituminous 
coal fields of the nation tonight 
were in tre grip of a strike’ effec- 
tive at midnight, which leaders of 
the union miners declared already 
had seen more than 397,000 of their 
members out of the works to re- 
main out until the strike should be 
settled. Thousands more of the 
miners, whose whole number is 
roughly placed at 500,000, would be 
out tomorrow, they said. 

The men already on 
leaders reported, were those wh9d 
had left the mines today, taking 
their tools with them. Reports from 
the soft. coal fields were incomplete 
tonight and even the union leaders 
agreed that it would be tomorrow 
before they would know the num- 
ber of men who had obeyed the 
strike call. 

Tie-Up to Be Complete. 

But in almost every instance, the 

miners’ spokesmen asserted that the 


strikee, the 


‘tie-up of the mines would be Vir- 


tually -complete, although the 
unions will leave a sufficient num- 
ber of men in the mines to-man the 
pumps and keep the property in 
shape for resumption of work when 
the strike shall be ended. Some 
union leaders refused to talk on 
account of‘the restraining order is- 
sued at Indianapolis. 

Reports to the union leadeys to- 
night indicated. that the bulk of the 
miners in the great producing re- 
gions of Pénnsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Ohio, Illinois, Iowa, Kea- 


and Wyoming had feft the mines ‘at 
the close of the day shift to remain 
on strike. 

But with the strike officially 
starting at midnight, tomorrow be- 
ing virtually a holiday in coal min- 
ing, and Sunday also a day of non- 
production, it was generally cons 
cedéd-that not before Monday wou'd 
the ~actual effect of e strike be 
known definitely.

Executive officers, charged with the duty of negotiating a new 
agreement, were ordered to stand out for three demands, and, if 
not granted, to issue a strike cal for more than 400,000 soft coal 
These demands were: : 

A five-day working week; a six-hour day, and a wage increase 


At scale committee meetings at Buffalo and Philadelphia min- 
ers and operators threshed over their differences without peaceful 
Representatives of the miners contended that the 
demands were not arbitrary; that the 60 per cent wage increase 
was set asa basis for negotiations;

General Tells Congress 
Committee War Depart- 
ment Wants Too Many 
Men — Universal Train- 
ing Urged. 


Washington, October 31. — Dis- 
senting in many important respects 
from the program recommended by 
the war department and the gen- 
eral staff, General Pershing told 
the-military committees of congress 
today that 300,000 men, raised en- 
tirely by voluntary enlistment, 
would be the outside figure con- 
sidered for a standing army. 

He favored universal military 
training to provide an emergency 
reserve, but thought general edu- 
cational work should be combined 
with it and military discipline 
“somewhat relaxed,” so that the 
system would be in complete har- 
mony with democratic institutions. 
He fixed six months as the train- 
ing period. 

The department had recommend- 
ed an army of more than 600,000, 
with a system of universal train- 
ing not embracing the educational 
features. Its recommendation for a 
training period was three months. 

Departing again from the ex- 
pressed views. of the department, 
the genera] declared army purchas- 
ing should be reorganized in-a new 
bureau apart from the quartermas- 
ter corps and that a’ separate’ de- 
partment of the government should 
be organized to co-ordinate and 
supervise military, naval and’ com- 
mercial aeronautics. He considered 
the department’s request for 231 
general staff officers excessive, and 
made clear his opposition to anyr 
effort by the staff to extend 
authority into the details of 
department bureaus and of the 1 »».

Details of Profile Adopt- 
ed by Street Committee 
of Council—Approve 
Resolution to Pave 
Edgewood Avenue. 


Final details of the Spring street 
profile were adopted by the street 
committee of council in regular 
session Friday afternoon and 
nothing now remains in the way of 
completing the work of securing 
waivers and easéments between 
Marietta street and North avenue 
in order to get ready at once for 
the county forces who propose to, 
start grading on the street in early 
Decenrber. 

Only a few minutes -were con- 
siimed in the matter as it was 
merely a formal approval of what 
had been done Thursday. Several 
members of the Spring street prop- 
erty owners’ executive committee 
were present, 

The street committee returned to 
council with their unanimous ap- 
proval a resolution to pave Edge- 
wood avenue, from the railroad 
bridge to Spruce street, the ma- 
Fulton county 
share of the 
cost of the paving. By virtue of do- 
ing this the county commissioners 
were permitted to say what the 
materiat should be and they 
selected concrete. 

This resolution was held up. at 
the Jast meeting of council and sent 
back to the street committeo at 
the request of J. W. Goldsmith, a 
’Sroperty owner on the street, who 
addressed a communication to coun- 
cil agking that this course be taken 


in order that the property owners 
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affected might appear before the 


committee. 

No opposition was presented when 
the paper was taken up Friday and 
the committee sent it to council 
again. Later J. W. Goldsmith ap- 
peared with a petition signed by 
a large number of property owners 
on the portion to be paved protest- 
ing against any new pavement at 
all. They declared that the pres- 
ent pavement is serviceable and 
protested against being assessed for 
new. 

Mr. Goldsmith stated that he had 
been notified that the hour of street 
committee meeting was at 4 o'clock, 
whereas they met at 3, and had 
passed on the matter before he 
reached the meeting. After hearing 
his petition Alderman J. H. Ewing, 
acting chairman, entertained a mo- 
tion to reconsider their action with 
reference to the project, but the 
committee declined to do so. 

Excessive paving assessement 
was claimed by a delegation of citi- 
zens of the third ward who appeared 
before the committee to represent 
property owners on South Boule- 
vard, between Fair and SBerne 
streets. This portion of the street 
was recently paved with asphalt 
capping on the Belgian plocks al- 
ready laid. The cost to the prop- 
erty owners was assessed at $1.29 
per front foot, which they claimed 
was more than the estimate they 
had accepted. 

After hearing their representa- 
tions the committee voted to re- 
duce the assessment to $1 per front 
foot. Very few of the assessments 
have been paid, since they are not 
due until December 1.

The grand jury as set out in the 
presentments, found 193 grue bills, a 
large number of which charged cap- 
ital offenses. In the cases that came 
before the jury it was evident that 
the carrying of concealed weapons 
and unlawful sale of liquors played 
a large part, and for this reason they 
recommend that such violators of the 
law be given heavy sentences. The

and municipal governments is urged

Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg would 
not assert that President Wilson 
was not in earnest in holding out 
a prospect of peace action, but said 
there wads a long series of facts 
throwing doubt on whether and 
when he (President Wilson) could 
carry out his resolve, which led the 
German government to doubt wheth- 
er his intervention could come soon 
enough. 

According to Count. .von Bern- 
lor declared, the president was ac- 
show hesitancy and 
dilatoriness and appeared handicap- 
ped by. his own and his country’s 
relationship to the entente. : 

“We could not see into the presi- 
dent’s soul,” said Von Bethmann- 
Hollweg. “However, he had no 
friendly feeling for Germany, as 
was recently declared by Premier 
Clemenceau in the senate; moreover, 
the commercial relations of Eng- 
land and the United States, for the 
supply of armaments, were bound 
severely to restrict the president’s 
peace action, and it would have been 
venturesome to take his peace action 
as.a certain factor and otherwise re- 
main inactive. For military reasons 
Germany could not wait indefinitely. 

“In order not to give the !Im- 
pression’ of weakness, the German 
peace offer had to come .at a time 
whe our military successes were at 
the highest. Moreover, it was nec- 
essary to show the German people 
that the government desired peace 
and was Only waging a defensive 
war. It was calculated further, the 
peace offer would increase the en- 
tente people’s will for peace and 
they would influence their govern- 
ments in favor of negotiations. Un- 
fortunately, the entente replied to 
the German offer with a flat re- 
fusal and the war had to be con- 
tinued.”’

BY U.S. SUGAR BOARD 


New York, October 31.—The con- 


tinued existence of the sugar equal- 
ization board depends on whether 
legislation is enacted giving it au- 
thority to control profiteering and 
to ration the manufacturing con- 
sumption of sugar. This was em- 
phasized today in a telegram sent 
to Senator McNary, of Oregon, in 
charge of the senate sugar investi- 
gation, by George A. Zabiskie, 
chairman of the equalization board. 

Mr. Zabriskie said that Senetor 
McNary had apparently misunder- 
stood a telegram sent him yester- 
day, which led the senator to an- 
nounce in Washington that the 
equalization board was preparing te 
wind up its activities becausc of 
inability to secure sugar from Cuba 
to warrant further government con- 
trol. In today’s telegram Mr. Za- 
briskie said in part: 

“TIT wish to state explicitly that 
the sugar equalization board does 
not consider that any protection can 
be given to the American people in 
the matter of supplies ahd price of 
sugar during the year 1920 unless 
there is such legislation as gives 
the power to the board not only to 
purchase raw sugar, but also to 
control speculation, profiteering and 
to so control the distribution as to 
ration down the consumption. of 
eandy and sweet drinks to a point 
that will protect the American 
householder.” 

The legislation desired probably 
would enable the board to purchase 
Cuban sugars eventually at a rea- 
sonable price, Mr. Zabriskie said. 


Youthful Infringer

To Eighteen Months 


Jerry Allred, youthful infringer 
of the law, was sentenced to 18 
month in the Conmecticut State Re- 
form school at Cheshire, Conn., gfter 
being tried for the theft of candies 
and cigars from an_ interstate 
‘freight car, in the United States 
district court Friday. ; 

Allred, who is 19 years of age, 
was arrested with three other boys 
some time ago for breaking into a 
freight car and carrying away a 
quantity of candies and cigars, Two 
of the boys pleaded guilty and were 
sentenced to three years at the 
training school in Washington.

tions and in Texas the voters are 
asked to approve a call for a con- 
stitutional convention and six con- 
stitutional amendments.

We will understand each 
other, better and as a larger and more pro- | 
gressive people will join hands in making 
the world better for our having come into 
it. The world believes that President Wood- 
row Wilson is a man of large and liberal 
vision for all peoples everywhere, and that 
he and his coadjutors mean to extend the 
bisiness ‘and good of our country to the very

It has 
sent from the south in the last three or 
four years more than a million from the 
cotton and corn fields, rice swamps and 
labor circles, and they continue to go. Such 
crimination and recrimination does not help 
the white or colored people and should be 
changed by the thoughtful people of this 
section. The negro of the south must be | 
wise and tactful to the extent of not al- 
lowing himself to be exploited for those 
things which ere not for his moral. intel- 
lectval and economic development, for these 
are the things that count in the end. Justice 
and right come to those who improve them- 
selves sanely and sensibly, and wait upon

“The educational propaganda of the negro 
from any angle is our greatest need today. 
This system and method of training must 


be along proper and sane lines and must be:

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In Heart of Atlanta 
Dedicated Friday 


Simple But Impressive 
Ceremonies Mark Trib- 
ute Paid to the Memory 
of General Andrew J. 
est. . 


titan By Cliff Wheatley. 


After fifty-five years, a silent tes- 
timonial to the intensity of the 
fighting during the siege of Atlen- 
ta, in the summer of 1833,‘ the old 
lamp post at the corner of Alabama 
and Whitehall! streets, pierced at the 
base by fragments from a federal 
shell, was dedicated Friday after- 
noon by the members of the Old 
Guard and the United Daughtcrs of 
the Confederacy to the memory of 
General Andrew J. West, an officer 
of the confederacy and ene of the 
bravest of the followers of Lee and 
Jackson. 

The ceremonies were simple, but 
filled with the impressiveness that 
marks any tribute to the defend- 
ers of the south. 

Gathered around the steps of the 
Atlanta National bank, were scores 
of spectators, anxious for a uwlimpse 
of the ceremony that would perpet- 
uate the memory of one of Georgia's 
noblest sons, and leave ‘resh in the 
minds of generations to: follow, a 
vivid illustration of the sanguinary 
fight waged against their torefa- 
thers for the possession of Atlanta. 

Old Guard at Attention. 

Drawn up at rigid att2ntion, the 
Old Guard, resplendent in tneir uni- 
forms of blue, with shining sabers 
flashing in the sunlight, <aluting 
the spot where a shell from the guns 
of the invader left a visible scar in 
the heart of the Southlanu, formed 
the center of the crowd.

veterans#™ One group, with th 
of years showing in white, 
Whiskers, in backs bent by tle 
ades spent in redeeming the 
fortunes of the south, their eyes 
flashing at the recollections of the 
bitter fight they waged, repre- 
sented the remnant of Lee’s valiant 
hosts. 

Another group, filled with their 
own memories of the Argonne, but 
in strange contrast to the writikled 
fighters of the sixties: straight 
bodies showing the result of in- 
tensive training, clear eyes bubbling 
with the confident spirit of vouth, 
symbolized America’s youngest vet- 
eran, the’fighter of Flanders fieids, 
and the defender of the world. 

And still another group. This of 
the future guardians of the earth’s 
sovereignty, the boy scouts. Won- 
dering at the deeds of their fore- 
fathers, proud of the deeds of: their 
brothers, this group, unconsciously 


being trained for the conflicts and} 


problems the years will bring, gazed 
in silent awe at the impressive 
scene. 


Daughters of Confederacy. 
The United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, sponsors for the preserva- 
tion of these historic spots to me- 


morialize forever the glories of the 
Lost Cause, were represented at the 
ceremonies by a delegation from tre 
local chapter of the organization. 
The services began with the ar- 
rival of the Old Guard, commanded 
by Colonel Frederick J. Paxon, 
marching in perfect cadence, the 
guard swung gracefully into line, and 
with unsheathed swords saluted the 
flag of the confederacy, — furled 
around the historic lamp post. 

Dr. James E. Dickey, pastor of 
the First Methodist church, offered 
prayer, paying beautiful tribute to 
the memory of the sowth’s gallant 
heroes. , | 

Short addresses . were made by 
Mrs. W. S. Coleman, president of 
the Atlanta chapter of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy, and 
by Mrs. Edward T. Warner, past 
president of the chapter and chair- 
man of the committee for mark- 
ing battle spots around Atlanta. 

In these addresses, the speakers 
reminded the-people of the south of 
their sacred duty in caring for the 
spots. of Dixie, so filled with evi- 
dences of tae confederate veterans’ 
heroism, and concluded with ap- 
peals for the Welfare of the old 
fighters, while they are waiting for 
thé summons of the Commander-in- 
Chiet of the last bivouac. 

As master of ceremonies, Colonel 
Paxon introduced the speaker of the 
day, Colonel George M. Napier, so- 
licitor general of the Stone Moun- 
tain circuit. 

Eulogizes General West. 

Colonel Napier, in his address, eu- 
logized the life of the hero in whose 
memory the~- post was dedicated, 
General Andrew J. West. ~ 

“The career of General West,”. he 
said, “‘was filled with a passionate 
love for the section he fought to de- 
fend; a love that caused him, at the 
age of 16 years, to enlist for service 
at the front; a love that impelled 
conspicuous bravery on Malvern 
hill, made crimson by the blood of 
his enemies and his comrades; 2 Jove 
bringing gallantry on the _ blood- 
Stained battlegrounds of Virginia, 
that won for him a captaincy; a love 
that, in later years, made him iabor 
hard and long to repair the :avages 
war had wrought to his southland. 

“The world:has seen few braver 
than he, and certainly Georgia nev- 
er reared a nobler son.” 

With the conclusion of this ad- 
dress “To the Colors,” rendered by 
Dan Clarke, the young son of Cap- 
tain Peter F. Clarke, marked the 
final preparation for the dedication 
of the memorial. When the nctes 
of the bugle died away on the 
wings of the breeze, with the sabers 
of the Old Guard at “present,” the 
flag of the confederacy was slowly 
drawn from the post by Mrs. Cole- 
man and Mrs. Warner. displaying as 


JPANESE NOTE. 
“DEENED OVERDUE 


Is Expected to Be Con- 
ciliatory and Express 
Japan’s Wish to Co-op- 
erate With the United 
States. 


(The Constitution—London Times — Philadeiphia 
Public Ledger Service—Copyright, 1919.) 


Washington, October 31.—Japan’s 
reply to the American note inquir- 
ing whether the Japanese govern- 
ment is willing to co-operate with 
the United States in Siberia and 
threatening to withdraw American 


forces from that country if the 
answer is negative, is expected to 
be conciliatory and express Japan’s 
wish to co-operate with the United 
States, but to deny the noté’s im- 
plication that co-operation hereto- 
fore has been denied. “ 

The Japanese note, which is con- 
sidered overdue in state department 
circles, is likely also to advance 
counter intimations concerning the 
conduct of the American forces in 
Siberia, particularly the refusal of 
the American commander to permit 
American forces to proceed to the 
assistance of a Japanese force 
which, a8 a consequence, was prac- 
tically exterminated in a bolshevist 
ambush, in the opinion of somg au- 
thorities here. ” 

It is also considered probable that 
the Japanese government will dif- 
ferentiate between the interests of 
the United States and those of Ja- 
pan in Siberia, on account of Ja- 
pan’s geographical position, and de- 
clare that Japan cannot, whatever 
may be the decision of the United 
States government,: withdraw the 
Japanese troops from Siberia. It is 
understood that Japanese commit- 
ments to the Omsk _ government 
would make such a withdrawal] im- 
possible, in addition to the deter- 
mination of Japan not to allow a 
bolshevik menace to be erected close 
to the territories of Japan. 


Caused Sensation, 


The American note, according to 
advices from Tokio, caused some- 
thing of a sensation in Japan, 
arousing the Japanese press against 
the United States. The “Kokumini” 
says: 

“Japan has a natural position 
which she ought to oecupy in the 
far east; she will continue to follow 
her proper course; she need not im- 
itate the action of America—wiil 
not America be sufficiently mag- 
nanimous to entrust the protection 
of the peace and order. of th2 Far 
East to a country which is bound 
to fulfill that mission, devoting ner 
attention to the development of her 
economic resources? 

“There is reason to believe that 
the government has long since es- 
tablished a policy to be.taken with 
regard to the American proposal. 
There is no cause for fear that che 
proposal may affect Japan’s eco- 
nomic and industrial interests. We 
can well afford to leave alone the 
American. proposal for the witn- 
drawal of troops from Siberia.” 


Japan’s Position Different. 


The “Chugai Shogyo” states: 

“The duty of the Japanese tréops: 
in Siberia consists in the rehabilita- 
tion of Russia on one hand and in 
preserving peace in the Far East 
on the other. Japan cannot with-- 
draw her troops, whatever propos- 
als may be made from other coun. 
tries, unless the disturbances in Si- 
beria be’ quelled and the peace of 
the Far East be insured. 

““Japan’s position is different from 
that of the other allied countries; 
*she should establish her own poli- 
cy, and obtain the allies’ approval 
thereof. For geographical reasons 
Great Britain and France some time 
ago decided to withdraw their tropos 
from Siberia. in order to re-enforce | 


we understand that the two -coun- 
tries expressed the hope to Japan 
that she would re-enforce her forces 
in Siberia. 

“As there are considerakle differ- 
ences of opinion between America 
on one side and Great Britain and 
France on the other, further dis- 
putes may arise between the allied 
and associated countries regarding 
the situation in Russia and Siberia. 
In any case, however, Japan should 
go ahead to realize the object for 
which her troops were first dis- 
patched to Siberia.”

BRITISH AERIAL BOMBS:

Simla, India, October 31.—Air- 
plane bombs are to be used against 


the tribes of Mazirfs and Mahsuds 
in Afghanistan unless the tribesmen

on British posts and convoys and 
the raids into British territory in 
Which they have indulged them- 
selves during and since the recent 
troubles with Afghanistan.

BY SECRETARY WILSON 


Washington, October 31.—Com- 
pleting its permanent organization 
with election of Secretary of Labor 
Wilson of the United States as pres- 
ident, the international labor con- 
ference today proceeded to the 
formation of a definite program of 
work with appoff*#ment of a com- 
mission of selection to act as 
“steering committee.” 

Although the conference adjourn- 
ed tonight: until Monday, the com- 
mission will devote itself in the 
meantime to mapping out the fu- 
ture method of work and to the 
choosing of the various commit- 
tees to which the five items of the 
agenda will be referred for study 
and report. At aishort meeting to- 
day after the conference. session, 
Arthur Fontaine, of France, chair- 
man of the organizing committee 
was elected presiding officer of the 
commission and a preliminary dis- 
cussion was had on its work. 

When the conference reconvenes 
Monday a fight is expected over 
the relative advantages of a 
straight eight-hour day as com- 
pared. with a forty-eiwht-hour week. 
The latter was recommended by 
the orgapizing committee as a re- 
sult of its analysis of expressions 
of opinion from all the governments 
represented in the conference, This 
committee, in its report, declared 
that the forty-eight hour week al- 
lowed more elasticity. in the ar- 
rangement of hours of work, facili- 
tates the adoption of half holidays 
on Saturday, and of a weekly rest 
day. A number of the labor dele- 
gates, however, plan to make a 
fight for the straight eight-hour 
day. 

Secretary Wilson, in accepting the 
permanent presidency, said he only 
could consider the office as a 
“tribute to the American people.”

measures for protecting them and 
to communicate to the allied com- 
mand that Vladivostok was a Rus- 
Sian fortress, and that the Russian

In other circles it was declared 
that some weeks ago, following the 
appearance of General Gaida in 
Viadivostok, came a movement 
among RuSsian liberals for a coun- 
ter revolution, and efforts were 
made to persuade General Gaida to 
head the movement.

These men will look to the church for ideals, for 


leadership. The church must beckon them to. come—herald their invitation in no uncertain words. 


11. Saloons are closing -all over the nation—men are looking for other places to gratify their social desires. 
It is the opportunity of the church. The invitation must be emphatic, for such men are 


fill this vacant place in these men’s lives.

AID IS PROMISED 
TO STEEL STRIKE®. 


Pittsburg, Pa., October 31.—Prom- 
ises of financial aid came to steel 
strike headquarters here today from 
Altoona, Pa., Where it was said 
twenty-nine local unions had rec- 
ommended that each member give 
one day’s pay for the support of 
the strike, and that one-hali of the 
money at present in each local un- 
ion’s treasury, available for such 
purposes, be given out at once to 
the national: steel strike commit- 
tee. 

Delegates from many counties in 
the state arrived tonight tor a spe- 
cial convention of the Pennsylvania 
Federation of Labor, which will be 
held here tomorrow and Sunday. 
Inciuded in the 500 delegates ex- 
pected at the meeting were, it was 
announced, some 200 miners repre- 
senting the five districts of the 
United Mine Workers within the 
state, 

James E. Maurer, president of 
the organization, tonight gave out 
a statement through the steel strike 
committee, in which he said: 

“Further repression by legal au- 
thorities will be brought before the 
convention, including the shutting 
off of still further addresses to 
strikers by foreign language speak- 
ers in places which have hitherto 
permitted such speakers. Warning 
has also been given in steel strike 
towns that if the coal strike comes 
no meetings whatever of steel strik- 
ers are to be permitted.

Says Fourteen Points 
Not Followed Out 
At Peace Conference 


(The Constitution—London Times—Philadeiphia 
Public Ledger Servico—Copyright, {9i9.) 
London, October 31.—(Cable Dis- 


patch.)—Lord Bryce, commenting on 
the work of the peace conference 
says that the principle of nationality 
proclaimed in President 
fourteen points was accepted in all 
belligerent countries and was the 
basis of the armistice, but that it 


had not been followed out in: the 
peace conference. He declared that, 
although the conference had been 
sitting since last January, not much 
had been heard avdout its proceed- 
ings. 

The veteran British diplomat re- 
marked they had not yet arrived 
at that “open diplomacy,” of which 
so much had been said, and declared 
that if they had not been too much 
occupied at home, the English peo- 
ple would not have allowed so much 
to have been kept from them. 

Lord Bryce said he thought the con- 
ference had committed some very 
grave errors and was in. grave dan- 
ger of committing others. Under 
the tre&ty signed with the little 
bit of Austria, which remained, he 
said, 280.000 Tyrolese were taken 
and handed over to Italy. He said 
he had searched in vain for the 
reason for this action, but could 
find. none, although it was totally 
opposed to the doctrine of nationali- 
ty. The Italian government said it 
wanted the Tyrolese territory for 
strategic purposes, Bryce said, but 
he declared they could not want it 
for—that purpose against a practi- 


cally bankrupt state of only 6,000,-
